The drag that Mr. King now uses is 


made by splitting a good-sized log in 
twain and taming the hales on edge, 
with the rounding part of the log in 
front, placing each a few feet ap,art and 
nailing cross-sections to connect them. 
The forward part is shod with a piece of 
iron. 
The device is drawn by one or two 


horses. 
When dragged along the roads 


it throws dirt to the middle and side of 
the road and smooths the surface. It is 
used just after a rain, being dragged 
along one side of the road for some dis- 
tance and then back along the other side. 


'Dragging,' says Mr. King, destroys the 


old trail, and the new trail, 
eacb time 


broader and leas definite than before, is 
made on a different 
portion of the 


highway. By dragging while the earth 
is yet moist the road finally becomes a 
series of practically water-proof layers 
of puddled earth, each one of which is 
rolled and pounded by the wheels and 
hoofs of travel. Almost imperceptibly 
the centre of the road is elevated to a 
smooth grade that is not easily affected 
by bad weather. 
Dragging kills, the 


weeds iJ the aeed leaf. It also does away 
with the bnmps at each side of bridges 
an^l culverts. 
Regular 
dragging fills 


them and they become as solid as the 
rest of the road. 
As the wheel tracks are 


wiped ont the /water no longer runs to the 
bridge alter every B bower. Yon can thus 
drive as swiftly over the culvets of a 
dragged road as over any other portion. 


The drag can be constructed for $2 50, 


and operated by any boy who can drive a 
good farm team. Simple as the device 
ia, its use, if persisted in, may make a 


Finished With a Defeat.

Every Farmer a Road-Maker. 


Under the above title an article in the 


current number of "The World's Work," 
gives an account of an ingenious inven- 
tion of a Western man, which looks as 
though it might be "worth the while" of 
some enterprising Supervisors hereaway 
to try upon the rather rutty dirt roads in 
their respective neighborhoods. The ex- 
periment would not cost much money 
ind it may be the long-looked-for way to 
put roads into better shape at loss cost 
than macadamizing them.

"Thanks to Mr, D. Ward King, tte dis- 


coverer of a new method of making good 
roads out of poor ones by the use of a 
simple home made drag, the farmers of 
Miseouri, Iowa and neighboring States 
are being taught how to make and keep 
good roads at a minimum cost. Mr. 
King, who for twenty years has been a 
goodjronds enthusiast, visited Sac City, 
Iowa, at the request of its Good Roads 
Association, in 
January, 1904. 
The 


work done by the farmers as the result of 
his talk, bas transformed the highways 
leading into that town. Twenty-eight 
miles ware cared fur last year at an ex- 
pense of $2.10 a mile and the roads were 
made so smooth that owners of trotting 
horses invariably chose thsrn for 
ways in preference to the race-track. 


This convinced many doubters of the 


value of Mr. King's device. He interest- 
ed metn bers of the Missouri Board of 
Agriculture in it, and they in turn se- 
cured xpecial tra'ns to run free of 
charge, on trunk lines in Missouri and 
Iowa, v.ith Mr. King preaching his ays- 
-tem at frequent (tops from the rear 
platform. He spoke first in the little 
town of Onowa, Iowa. The occasion 
was m ide a festival. Three hundred 
visiting farmers were given two good 
meals by the enterprising business men. 
One hundred and fifty dollars ware sub- 
scribed and offered as prizes for the 
best kept mile and half mile of road dur- 
ing 1905 by the use of the home-made 
King drag. The town agreed to care for 
one miie of four roads leading ont in dif- 
fferent directions, and the farmers care 
for sev< n miles on each route.

week fifty farmers were using home-made

At last, when It Is within a few Inches, 
the tarantula rises upon his hind legs 
and attempts to grapple with his foe, 
but without success. Like a flash the 
giant wasp is on Its back. The dead- 
ly fangs have been avoided. The next 
instant n fearful sting penetrates deep 
into the spider's body. Its struggles 
almost cease. 
A sudden paralysis 


creeps over It, and It staggers, help- 
less, like a drunken man, first to one 
side, then to the other. 


Thes,e symptoms, however, are only 


of short duration. While they last the 
wasp, but a few Inches away, awaits 
the result Nor does It have to wait 
long. A few seconds and all sign of 
life has disappeared from the tarantu- 
la. The once powerful legs curl up 
beneath the body, and It rolla over 
dead.—Chambers' Journal. 


THE MILK OF THE AGED. 


Honey In the" Olden Dnyn Was: 


ThonKht to Prolong: Life. 
^ 


Honey has been known from the 


earliest times. The .Scriptures ma'fie 
mention of It, and pagan writers cele- 
brated its virtues. It was called "the 
milk of the aged" and was thought to 
prolong life. Honey was also used In 
the embalming of the body after death. 


This food, as useful as it is delicious, 


was esteemed most highly 'by the 
Greeks, who celebrated its virtues 
alike In prose and verse, so that the 
fame of Attic honey has been trans- 
mitted unimpaired to our own day. 
Used in allftklnds of pastry, cake and 
ragouts, it was also esteemed as a 
sauce. Pythagoras in the latter part 
of his life was a vegetarian and lived 
wholly on bread and honey, a diet 
which he recommended to his disciples. 
And this gentle philosopher reached 
the ripe age of ninety years before he 
departed from life. 


The true source from which honey 


la derived was only discovered In later 
years. 
Virgil supposed that Its de- 


licious sweetness fell from heaven up- 
on flowers In the shape of gentle, in- 
visible dew, a belief which he shared 
with Pliny and even Galen. It was 
left to modern observers to study with 
enthusiasm plant life and bee life and 
learn from, them some of the most won- 
derful lessons of nature.

lying critically ill at his summer resi- 
dence at Bycot, Bucks county, where he 
has spent the entire summer. His at- 
•ending physician, Dr. Erdman, recog- 
nizing the extreme seriousness of the 
caae, called Dr. James M. Anders, of 
Philadelphia, for consultations a few 
days ago. 


Temporary improvement followed, but 


yesterday bis physician announced that 
the end was near at hand. 
Chief Justice 


Paxson has been a sufferer for several 
years from asthma and heart disease. 
Later his case became father complicat- 
ed by involvement of the kidneys, which 
is now the most serious element of his 
illness.

The

Father Sutton's Lectures to "Mon- 


Caihollcs " 


To tho Editor of the Bribtol Gazette:— 


The liov. 
Xavier Sutton, a Pa-sionist 


Priest, of the Roman Oliurch, has buon 
talking to whut he calls "Non-caiholica" 
In Bristol, and, nt the same time, making 
a very specious uud labored defence of 
the specific dogmns aud practices of the 
Roman Church. I attended one of these 
"lectures", and waj emas^d ut the misin- 
terpretations of scripture, and the lalsi- 
ficationa of historic facts. This man 
should be answered. 
He stood before 


large audiences night after night, and 
made assertions that are absolutely un- 
true. Either he wilfully and knowingly 
falsified, or eloe he was ignorant of the 
facts. 
We will, in all charity, hope that 


he was ignorant; but this does not ex- 
cuse him, as he spake an one having au- 
thority, and, probably, the large major- 
ty of those wbo heard him, believed that 
ie was speaking the truth. 


1. He said on Wednesday night of 


aet week, that, what he called the "Pro- 
testant Biole" mistranslated words in 
the Second Commandment, and he made 
the assertion that "bow down" in the ori- 


inal meant "to odore." The Hebrew 


word in Exodus XX. 5, is Schnchab, 
vhieh means '.'to bow down" to God or 
man. 
It means just that and nothing 


more or less. Evidently, Father Sutton 
s not a Hebrew scholar, or else he wil- 
uny mistranslated thi« word. 


2. He said that there had been thirty- 


iwo Popes, from St. Peter to the time of 
,he Council of Nicea, A. D. 32S, and that 
Silvester was Pope at chat time. As far 
as history tells ui, Silvester-1, was the 
hirty-second Bishop of Rome, bnt that 
m was Pope, having universal authority 
mr the whole Catholic Church, is simply 
nbjurd without one shred of historic evi- 
[once back of it. 
The Council of Nicea 


wr.s convened by the Emperor Gonstan- 


oe and not by thu Bit hop of Rome. 
At 


hie Council, Hosius, Bishop of Cardova, 
n Spain, presided. The Bishop of Rome 
was represented, not by a Legate, but by 
wo Presbyters. 
Among the letters wx- 


aut in reference of this Council, there 
s not one letter to, or from the Bishop of 
tome. 
There is one from Alexander, 


Bishop of Alexandria, beginning: 
"To 


ur beloved and most honored colleagues 
n all places in the ministry of the Cath- 
lic Ohnrch." There is also a letter 
rorn Eusebius, Bishop of Nicomedia. 
'he Synodical Epistle opens with these 
words: "The Bishops assembled at Nice, 
onstituting the great and holy Synod, 
0 the Ohurch of Alexandria, by the 
race of God, holy and great, and to the 
eloved brethren in Egypt, Lybia and 
'entapolis, greeting in the Lord." There 
re, also, se-eral letters of the Emperor 
onetantine, not one of them to the Bieh- 
p of Rome. Canon VI, of that Council 
eads: "Lot the ancient usage prevail of 
gypr, Lybia, and. Pentapolls,' that the 
ishop of Alexandria have jurisdiction 
ver allthese provinces since this is the 
ustom with regard to the Bishop in 


i." Notice, that this Canon does not 


ay that this usage is commanded by the 
ishdp of Rome, or that it is a decree of 
he Pope of Rome. 


3 The first Council of the Ohurch was 
eld in Jerusalem, over which St. James, 
nd not St. Peter, presided. The six 
cnmeuical or seneral Councils of the 
Ohnrch, are (1) Nicaea, 
A. D. 326. 


here were 318 Bishops present; Hosius, 
lishop of Oardova, presided; (2) The first 
ouncil of Constantinople 
(A. D. 381), 


MJletius, Patriarch of Antioch, presided; 
3) The Council of Epheeue, A. D. 431, 
t. Cyril, Bishop of Jeru'alem, preeid- 
d; (i) The Council of Chaloedon (A. D. 
51), Commissioners of the Emperor 
[arcian presided; (6) The fifth and 
:xth Councils were held in 
Constanti- 


ople in 553 and 681. 
Now, is it not a 


;artling fact, in the face of the claims of 
he Roman Ohurch concerning the supre- 
macy of the Pope of Rome, that at not one 
f these Councils did the Bishop of Rome 
reside, either in person or by pozy or 
egate? 


It is the bounden duty of Father Sutton 
r the Roman Priest of Bristol to explain 
ow it came about that in the Fifth 
ouncil, Vigilius, Bishop of Rome, was 
xcommunicated, as a heretic; and that 
ie Sixth Oounoil condemned and excorn- 
mnicated Honorius I, another Bishop of 
lome, for heresy. We have come to the 
ear 681, or near the end of the sev- 
nth century, 
and we Bud that the 


ishop of Rome did not have that au- 
lority and supremacy that the Papists 
EDrm that the successors of St. 
Peter 


1 ways had, but that at this late day 
A. D. 681) the Bishop of Rome was ac- 
nally excommunicated as a heretic. 


4. Father Sntton declared that his 
lurch 
was 
the 
"Holy 
Catholic 


hnrch," and that all others were non- 
atholics. Let me inform those who are 
gnoranf of the fact, that the 
official 


tie of the church that Father Sutton 
ef ends, is the "Holy Roman Ohurch." 
his title was given by the council of 
'rent, (not an ecumenical or general 
ouncil.) 
In Father Sutton's book, 


Clearing the Way," he speaks of the 
omac Catholic Ohnrch, which is the 
facial title of this Church in thcr Unit- 
d States; bat for the world at large, as 
ecreed by the 
Council of Trent, the 


ame is "fhe Holy Roman Church." I 
ave in my possession, 
"Donovan's 


Catechism of the Council ol Trent" by 
theYery Rev. J. Donovan, D. D., E. 
Professor in Maynooth College. He says 
that it is ''-the Roman catbecjiism of 
which an English translation is 
here 


submitted." 


In December 1564, 
Fine 
IV, is- 


sued a brief summary of the doctrinal 
decisions of the Oquncil of Trent in the 
form of a creed, called and knoxn to- 
day as, "Pope Pius's CreeoV" beginning, 
"I, N. believe and profess with a firm 
faith all and every one of the things 
which are contained in the symbol of 
faith which is used in the Holy Roman 
Ourcti." I call attention to this because 
Father Sutton ridiculed the idea tbat 
there could be an Anglican or English 
Catholic Church, avering that as the word 
"Catholic" me&nt universal, the''English 
Catholic Church" would be a contradic- 
tion of terms. The fact is that this title 
le in exact accordance with the usage in 
Apostolic and prlmative times. 


5. Father Sotton gave utterance to the 


old falsehood that the Oburon of England 
had its origin in the time of Henry Till, 
aad. came into existence by reason, of 
the King's qnarrfll with the Pope of 
'Rome. 
Here are the facts and I chal- 


lenge Father Sntton or any Roman priest 


to prove that- they are incorrect. The 
Church of Christ was carried into Britain, 
probably in the first century by St. Paul 
or by an Apostolic missionary sent by 
him. 
In the persecution by the Emperor 


Diocletian, A. D. 303, there were many 
martyrs in the British Church. Three 
Biehopa of the Church in Britain attend- 
ed the Council of Aries in France, (A. 
O. 834) and at the Council of Nioaea (A. 
D. 325) the British Bishops were repre- 
sented by two priests. The Dioceses of 
the church, each under its own Bishop, 
were united into three Provinces. The 
Bishop of London was Archbishop of the 
Southern Province; the Bluhop of York 
of the Northern, and the Bishop of Oaor- 
leon on/Usk of the Welsh or Western 
Province 
At this time, the authority of 


fhe Biuhop of Uonie wa^ confined to 
the 


middle part of Italy. Tha first mission- 
ary from the Sea or Diocese of Rome, 
Ihatcameto Britait waa Augustine, who 
was aftarwarda consecrated a Bishop by 
che Bishops ol Aries aud Ljous, not by 
the Bishop of Rome In the course of time 
tho British Church 
came under the 


usurped authority o( the Bishop of Rome, 
but it never ceased to be, or to be called 
tha Church of England, for the "Magna 
Charta," A. D., 1215, begins with these 
wordb: "'the Church of England shall be 
free and shall have her rights entire and 
her liberties uninjured." 
From tile be- 


pfuaiug of tho llth century to the 16th 
the uiurpation of the "Chjrch of Rome 
continued in England; but during these 
500 years constant and continual protests 
were made against it by Kings, Bishops 
and Parliament;-. In one word: The 
English Chuich did rot submit to the 
usurpation of the Bishop of Rome, ad- 
mitting that be was the Vicar of Christ, 
the head of the Caiholic Ohuch, and hav- 
ing supreme authoi i 13. 
Here is another 


fact for Romanists to consider: the Third 
General Council (Ephesus A. D. 431) 
passed u cannn forbidding any Bishop to 
"agsnme control of any province which 
has not from the very beginning been 
under bis own band or that of his prede- 
' cebsors." 


In 1534, by a vote of two Convocations, 


representing the whole clergy of England, 
it was delaien "That (Tie Roman Bishop 
has no greater jurisdiction given him by 
God in this Kingdom than any other for- 
eign Bishop; and in 1558, out of 9,400 
clergy, all but 189 rejected 
the claims of 


the Bishop of Rome, and accepted the 
return to the ancient privileges and tra- 
ditions of the English Church. 


Now, 
we know that the first great divi- 


sion of the Church took place in the year 
1054, 
when the Western or Latin branche 


of the Church under the leadership of the 
Pope or Bishop of Rome, ceased to hold 
communication with the Eastern or Greek 
Church, represented by the Pope or 
Bishop 
of 
Constantinople. 
The 
Ro- 


man 
Ohurch 
is guilty of the first 


great 
schism, 
and 
tha 
cause of 


this was 
the arrogant claim of the 


Bishop of Rome to exercise supreme 
authority over tha Church. Not;ce, that 
Gregory the Great, as late as the close 
of the sixth century declared that "any- 
one who claimed to be universal Bishop 
was Anti-Christ." 
But it wag not until 


1439, after 
the 
Council 
of Florence, 


that thwrlmpion of the Latin and the 
Grepk Churches was made permanent, 
and hence it may be very truthfully said, 
that the Rorrron Ohurch, as it stands to- 
day distinct from all other churhes. dates 
from the beginning in the 15th century. 


I think that it ia time that people ev- 


erywhere should know that the Roman 
Church is not the mother of all churches, 
that she is not the ancient church of 
Christ, from which we have departed; 
but tbat as a distinct church, she is com- 
paratively modern and that the church 
of England anti-dates he* many cen- 
turies. 


6. Father Sutton declared tbat no 


"protestant" theologian would dare de- 
fend his sect or belief. I do not claim to 
be a learned theologian, but I do claim to 
be a Catholic in the true sense of thu 
word, and I dare to proclaim 
myself a 


non-papipt, because the 
whole theory 


of the supremacy of the Pope of Rome 
is untenable, unhistoric, at well as un- 
scriptural. I claim to be 8 Priest of a 
branch of the Holy Oathloic Church old- 
er by centuries than 
the schismatic 


church of Rome. ^

Wanger's Secretary Commits Suicide 


Wilkins Hobensack, 33 years old, wh 


for the past eight years had boon privut 
secretary for Congressman I. P. Wanger 
committed suicide early Saturday morn 
Ing by shooting himsolf with a 38-calibr 
revolver at bis residence, No. 927 Wes 
Marshall street, NorriKtown. 
The doa 


body was iliscovered at 6 o'clock oil th 
kitchen floor of the residence by Mrs. Ly 
dia Zimmerman, who since thei death o 
Mrs. Hobensack last March had been em 
ployod as nurse iu taking care of Mr 
Hobensack's two children, aged 8 and 
respecti roly. 


When Mrs. Zimmerman entered th 


kitchen she found the gas burning brighl 
ly and on the floor was the body of Mr 
Hobensack attired only in a night robe 
There was a hole over the right temple 
A few feet from the body was the revol 
ver with one chamber empty. 


Prom the position of the body it wa 


evident that Hobensak had stood before 
looking glasg when he fired the fatal shot 
At til.= time of the shooting other per 
sons i a the house besides Mrs. Zimmer 
man were Mrs. E. Y. Carroll, his sister 
in-la«; Mrs. Hurst and the two children. 
No one was aware that a shot had been 
fired until the body was discovered. 


Mrs. Zimmerman 
informed Coronei 


King that when she discovered 
the bodi 


it was still warm. Consequently Hoben 
sack had not been dead more than a few 
hours. 


Friday evening Mr. Hobensauk com 


plained of feeling ill. He, however, a' 
tended a meeting of the Norris Lodge o: 
Odd Fellows, but asked to be excused be 
fore all the business was transacted. 
He 


returned home shortly after 9 o'clock nnc 
retired an hour later. From the appear- 
ance of the bed Saturday morning it hac 
been Occupied. 


It is believed that Mr.- Hobensaok 


arose about three o'clock in -the morning 
and after securing ,fche 'Revolver made his 
way to the kitoKen and shot himself. 
W-hen Mrs. Zimmerman discovered the 
body the first thing she dirt was to sum- 
mon a physwian. On arriving he found 
that his services were not required as tho 
man had been dead several hours. 
Coro- 


ner King was then notified. 
He made a 


search of the dead man's effects, 
but 


could not discover anything that would 
throw light on the suicide. 


Several weeks ago Mr. Hobensack re- 


signed his position with Congressman 
Wanger to accept a position with the real 
estate firm of M. S. Shoemaker & Com- 
pany, at Swede and Airy streets, Norris- 
town. His salary aa private secretary 
with Congressman Wanger wls $1400 a 
year, which was fixed by law. His reas- 
on for resigning waB that he could not 
take his children to Washington with 
him and that his 
contract with Mr. 


Shoemaker gave him a larger salary than 
he had been getting in his government 
position, with an opportunity for an in- 
crease. 


Mr. Hobensaok's wife died on March 


21st, and his mother-in-law, Mrs. Johau- 
nah Dean Beaton, formerly of Southamp- 
ton, Bucks county, expired August 30. 


Mr. Hobeusack was the son of the late 


Isaac 0. and Johannah Hobeneack, of 
Southampton, this county, and was born 
and reared in that township, where he 
had a large circle of friends. In addi- 
tion to his two children he is survived 
by the following brothers and sister: 
Ex-Sheriff B. Frank Hobeneack and Will- 
iam, of Ivyland, Albert and Joie, who re- 
Side in the West.

""" SEAWEED AS FOOD. 


When Drr It I. Hiefce* Than Oatmeal 


or Indian Corn. 


Seaweed Is eaten' on the coasts of 


Scotland and Ireland In vast quanti- 
ties and, though unpalatable and fla- 
vorless, Is at times the chief food of 
the poorest. 


When dry It Is richer than oatmeal or 


Indian corn In nitrogenous constituents 
and takes rank among the most nutri- 
tious of vegetable foods. 


To prepare seaweed for the table It 


should be steeped In water to get rid of 
the salt with which It Is Impregnated, 
and a little carbonate of soda removes 
the bitter taste, which to some palates 
Is most disagreeable. It should then be 
stewed In milk or water till mucilagi- 
nous and Is best flavored with vinegar 
or pepper. 


Fungi are almost everywhere largely 


eaten, though In England less atten- 
tion Is paid to them than they deserves, 
and few kinds appear at table. 


A curious error Is to suppose that 


fungi are eatable and toadstools poi- 
sonous. No such line of demarcation 
exists nor, strictly speaking, has the 
name toadstools any precise meaning. 


Very many fungi are edible, and the 


common agaric usually eaten In Eng- 
land Is not the most palatable and 
wholesome. Few foods are more sa- 
vory, and none are greater favorites 
than well cooked fungi, and the souls 
of vegetarians yearn for them.—Pear- 
son's Weekly.

A German, for example, might 
eat three pies in a year! while a good 
Yankee would consume as many in a 
week. The English, the Italians and 
the French are small pie eaters. The 
English eat plum pudding, and the 
Italians like fruit. New England and 
the middle states constitute the area of 
greatest consumption, but the pie belt 
extends far beyond that, as pte Is ex- 
tensively eaten alJ through the west. 
Pie Is eaten much more generally In 
the north than in the south. Chicago Is 
a great pie center. St. Louis Is not so 
good. Milwaukee also ranks low. One 
would not think that there are means 
for ascertaining the facts In regard to 
pie consumption, but I have gathered 
statistics on the subject during the last 
two years which enable me to compute 
with reasonable correctness the con- 
sumption of pies In every state hi the 
Union. Pies are made' In greater vari- 
ety than formerly, and the supplies are 
brought from greater distances—in 
fact, from all parts of the world. The 
season of pies made_of green fruit has 
been prolonged, and pies are made of 
canned fruit the year round.—Milwau- 
kee Sentinel.

IV BOOK MAILED 


The Earliest Surname*. 


The earliest surnames were probably 


those bestowed by the Romans and 
Greeks, though It may be said that the. 
Jews of a still earlier date had sur- 
names to some extent In most cases, 
however, the surnames of the Hebrews 
were tribal and not permanent, as are 
those of today. The very earliest sur- 
names In the modern sense of that 
term date from the middle ages, when 
nobles were known by the name of 
their domains and common people by 
tiie name of their dwelling places. A 
great many surnames were bestowed 
on account of personal peculiarities. 
Bach as Long, Short, Stout, Stoop, 
Small, etc., others on account of trade, 
such as Saddler, Smith, Baker, Weaver, 
Fowler, Gardner, etc. A third class 
took names from the places where they 
resided. Examples in this class are 
John Hill and John Underbill, the first 
John living on the hill and the second 
in the little valley under the bluff. 
There were few, If any, surnames la 
England prior to the time of the Nor- 
man conquest, and In Ireland they did 
not become common until 1405. The 
German Jews did not use surnames 
until about 1825.
